Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 5-1 7 are allowed. The prior art does not teach a piezoelectric 
electroacoustic transducer comprising an overamplitude-preventing receiver 
includes a top surface that is arranged at a height lower than the supports and 
below an area-in which the conductive adhesive is applied, such that a gap is 
provided between the top surface of the overamplitude-preventing receiver and 
the bottom surface of the piezoelectric diaphragm.
